The day s of gu nboat diplomacy are be­ 
ing recalled fondly by old timers who 
resent what they think of as “soft di­ 
plom acy .” They will think of them this 
week du ring the 50th anniv ersary of the 
Panam a Canal’s being opened to 
com­ 
merce. 


A French company had gone bankru pt 
after pu tting $300 million and six y ears 
of work into a canal across the Isthmu s 
of Panam a In 189 8 it wanted to sell ou t. 
The United States negotiated with Co­ 
lombia, of which Panam a was then a 
part, and Nicaragu a. A 19 03 treaty with 
Colombia 
granted 
this cou ntry 
control 
ov er a strip across the isthmu s six miles 
wide, with ex clu siv e rights to bu ild a 


canal. 
Bu t when Colombia 
raised 
the 
ante, a rev olt inside Panam a was ar- 
ranred. with the conniv ance of the French 
company . 
An earlier treaty with Colombia gu ar­ 
anteed the U.S. Nav y “ free and u nin­ 
terru pted trans' ” Colu mbian t r o o ps 
were kept from landing to pu t down the 
rev olt, the United States recognized Pan­ 
am a as a new nation and receiv ed “ in 
perpetu ity the u se. occu pation and con­ 
trol of a zone of land and • land u nder 
water for the constru ction, maintenance, 
operation, sanitation and protection 
of 
said canal of the width of 10 m iles” 
from the Caribbean to the Pacific.” 
Constru ction began in 19 07. The first 
ocean v essel passed throu gh the 
canal 
on Au g. 3, 19 14. A fortnight later it was 
opened to commerce. 
That was how things were done in the 
old day s.

that su ch schools for rev olu tion 
ex ist. Not long ago a Commu n­ 
ist 
band 
attem pted 
to 
ov er­ 
throw the pro-Western gov ern­ 
ment of the Iv ory Coast headed 
by President Felix Hou phou et- 
Boigny . 


The attempted 
c o- u p w a s 
smashed and some of its lead­ 
ers captu red.From them it was 
learned by the Iv ory Coast gov ­ 
ernm ent in the capital city of 
Abidjan and by ou r own Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency that the 
rev olu tionary 
leaders 
were 
trained by Peking Chinese gu er­ 
rilla 
specialists 
in a small 
northwestern Swiss v illage near 
the French border. 


THE CENTER of Peking’s op­ 
eration ranging from West Af­ 
rica u p to Western Eu rope and 
ev en across to Cu ba and the 
United States is in Bern, the 
capital of Switzerland Ou r ow ti 
embassy there has learned that 
the Chinese Peoples Repu blic 
has more than 500 specialists 
there. 
This makes the Peking em­ 
bassy in Bern one of the lar­ 
gest diplomatic centers in the 
world. Of cou rse, the Chicoms 
u se it as an espionage cemer. 
Bu t, than, we all spy . The Ru s­ 
sians send more than 3.000 ag­ 
ents throu gh Genev a alone on 
u ndercov er missions. 


It’s so simple to get in and 
ou t of this wonderfu l 
Alpine 
land. You ju st hire a tax i and 
driv e across the 
border* into 
France. 
Sometimes 
y ou 
ju st 
wav e a passport in the border 
gu ard’s face. Sometimes 
not. 
I’v e crisscrossed withou t show­ 
ing any thing. I hav e ev en gone 
into Italy ov er the great St. 
Bernard Pass withou t any docu ­ 
ments at all. 


THE CHINESE Commu nists 
really u se their base here for 
war 
on 
the 
Sov iet-controlled 
Commu nist 
parties 
all 
ov er 
Western Fu rone and ev en in­ 
side the small Swiss Marx ist 
organization. This is known as 
the Swiss Labor Party iPAA). 
The Chinese split the orga­ 
nization in September 19 6 3 and 
then began operating on their 
own. They set u p a new Com­ 
mu nist u nit in the French-speak­ 
ing Can:on of Vau d and claimed 
to be the onlu defenders of 
“ ou re 
M arx ism-Leninism.” 
This new party already has 
ru n a national conference which 
attacked “ Sov iet rev isionism .” 
It set u p u nits in Lau sanne and 
Beil. Then the internationally 
beamed radio transm itters of 
Peking's partner, Albania, be­ 
cam e the v oice of this ne/* Mar­ 


as elsewhere in Western Eu rope. 
This is a characteristic Pek­ 
ing pattern, fanning off in all di­ 
rections. It aimed at peeling 
the 
most 
miliant Commu nist 
leaders and 
the v iolently in­ 
clined y ou th from the Sov iet- 
controlled 
Commu nist 
parties 
on 
this 
continent. 
If the Peking apparatu s here 
su cceeds, there will be riots, 
sabotage and constant demon­ 
strations on the streets of Eu r­ 
ope’s major cities in a y ear or 
two. 


A TYPICAL OPERATION is 
the Chicom mov e into Belgu im. 
There the Peking gov ernment 
was able to lau nch a Commu n­ 
ist party last December dedica­ 
ted to “ the rebu ilding of the 
Commu nist 
party of Belgu im 
on a nationwide scale on the 
basis of M arx ist-Leninism.” It 
is called the “ New Bru ssel’s 
Federation.” 
The Peking Commu nists be­ 
gan pu blishing their own month­ 
ly newspsper, “ The Voice of the 
People.” Soon, there was enou gh 
Chicom money to tu rn it into 
a 
weekly . 
They ’re hoping to 
m ake it a daily . 
Its 
principal 
policy 
is 
to 
“ serv e the working class and 
the toiling m asses in their daily 
stru ggle against the capitalists 
. . . and to ex pose “ the present 
leaders of the Belgiu m Com- 
mu ist party who reject Marx ­ 
ism-Leninism ” 
Unfortu nately 
this 
obscu re 
maneu v ering goes u nnoticed in 
the U.S. It mu st not go u nob­ 
serv ed. It's the beginning of a 
new' v iolent Leninist phase in 
world history . The Swiss and

operations by Peking 
are 
being 
repeated 
in 
most 
western lands. I hav e before me 
sim ilar reports on Au stria and 
Italian Chicom activ ities. 
It mu st be noted that this 
is not an isolated effort by a 
tem peram ental 
Ind

shed Leon Trotsky fleeing from 
the might of the Stalinist GPU 
of form er day s. 


THIS IS NOT one man against 
Moscow. This is a powerfu l gov ­ 
ernm ent cou nter-offensiv e ready 
to spend hu ndreds of millions 
of dollars a y ear on all con­ 
tinents to take the Commu nist 
mov ement away from the Sov ­ 
iets and lau nch a Fifth Inter­ 
national. 
I hav e seen it a work su cces- 
fu lly in Asia, bru tally bu t not 
y et su ccessfu lly in Latin Amelia 
and now picking u p impetu s and

Money 
bu y s passion here, too — of all 
kinds. 
The Chicoms su pply new com­ 
rades and ev en diplomats from 
new nations with all sorts of 
serv ices, night and day .

The victory increased Balti­ 
more’s American League lead 
to three full games — its biggest 
in a month — and, at this stage 
of the season, made a Balti­ 
more Philadelphia World Series 
increasingly likely. 
The Phillies, for whom Rob­ 
erts won 230 games in 14 sea­ 
sons, dropped a 3-1 decision to 
Chicago in the only National 
League 
game 
scheduled 
but 
were still 314 games ahead of 
the pack, a hard-to-catch lead at 
this stage of the season. 
Minnesota whipped Detroit 6- 
3 and the New York Yankees 
stayed within 314 games of Bal­ 
timore with a 5-2 edge over sec­ 
ond-place Chicago in the only 
other 
games 
on

league schedule. 
The victory concluded an un­ 
happily important home stand 
for the Yankees in which they: 
1. Lost a share of the league 
lead when they dropped a four- 
game set to Baltimore, three 
games to one. 
2. Salvaged only two games 
out of four from Chicago, a

straight this season. 
Now they head to Baltimore 
for three games, the final three 
of the season with the league 
leaders and the Orioles anx ious 
for the chance to provide the 
coup de grace.
